first passed through the room in which 
H attie ami Flora Stone were ale ping, 
w ithou t aw ak ening them. 
Going quietly 
hown stair« to the room In which Mr. and 
Mrs. Stone slept he attack ed them with a 
b lu nt weapon of some sort, hitting b >th 
Upon t he head. 
M u t ila t e s Ills First T w o V ictim s. 
They were probably rendered uneon- 
icious and possibly k illed by the blows, 
but the fiend, not satisfied w ith that, pro­

N ext the m urderer tu rned his a t­ 
tention to K m m a Stone, who slept in a 
room by herself. 
W hen he entered her 
! room site screamed. 
T hat aw ak ened the 
two other girls, who slept across the hall. 
H a t t i e M a r ls for A s s is t a n c e . 
H attie Stone arose to go to her sister's 
| assistance, but as site entered the latter s 
room site v ya* felled to the floor by a blow 
on the head, but fortunately was not ren­ 
dered unconscious. 
R egaining her feet 
she ran to her own room and lock ed the 
door. 
T hrow ing a tied q u ilt about, hor 
she then leaped from the w indow and ran 
through the rain and m ud to the nearest 
neighbor's, a q u arte r of a mile away. 
After he had struck H attie dow n the 
I m urderer returned to Kuuuu’s room and 
struck he ron 
the head, leav ing tier u n­ 
conscious. 
Then he tried the door to the 
I room in which H attie had left her you ng­ 
er sister Flora when she jum ped from the 
window.

battered it down.

told that she had gone for help ho hastily 
left the house am i m ade his escape.

fainted.

A NIGHT OF TERROR.

When 15 years old, I was one of a 
crew of three that manned the little 28 
ton 
schooner Ornament, 
which 
lay 
moored 
in Monhegan harbor— a deep , 
narrow strait between the islands of 
Monhegan and Manana, Maine. 
The 
entrance is from the sou th, and is u n­ 
obstru cted, while to the north the p as- 
ea > is barred by ?» rocky islet called 
Bu rnt ty Nose. 
This is sep arated from 
Manana by a narrow p assage on tlie 
westerly side called Dru nken Gu t. The 
harbor is fairly good shelter excep t 
when the wind is from the sou thwest. 
A t daylight on the morning after ou r 
arrival at Monhegan there was a stiff 
breeze, with rain from the sou thwest, 
and by noon it had risen to a heavy 
gale. All day coasters, traders and fish­ 
ing vessels ru n in till abou t 20 sail were 
to harbor when night fell. 
They were anchored as near together 
as they cou ld be and yet swing clear of u ew refu ge, momentarily exp ecting 
each other. 
This comp act gathering 
aee the abandoned schooner go down, 


cap tain endeavored to keep the dory 
headed for her I bent one end of my coil 
of line to the p ainter ring. Then, grasp ­ 
ing a bight in my hand as the dory 
grazed the schooner’s sides, I made a 
sp ring for the rail and climbed on 
board. 
Then I cau ght my line rou nd a 
cleat, checked the drift of the dory and 
brou ght her alongside. 
We soon fou nd that the schooner was 
deserted. Her crew had sou ght safety on 
shore. Wo thou ght ou rselves exceeding­ 
ly fortu nate that their vessel had been 
in ou r way. 
Bu t we had been u p on the deck scarce­ 
ly 20 minu tes when the cap tain started 
u s with the annou ncement that the ves­ 
sel was rap idly filling.

that she had dragged from the harbor, 
and first striking u p on the reef had 
swu ng to her p resent p osition. 
While the cap tain searched for a sp are 
oar, I grasp ed the line by which I had 
fastened the dory and was horrified to 
find it slack.

The morning meal consists of a dish 
of m eat—deer or mu tton, and some­ 
times beef—cu t into large p ieces. They 
all sit arou nd the board while the fa­ 
ther says a long grace, and a stranger 
not familiar with their table manners 
is ap t to be left m the lu rch. 
Each 
man, for the women eat alone, selects 
the p articu lar p iece of meat that strikes rou g h 
his fancy, and as soon as the “ A m en” 
minu te 
is sp oken sticks his fork into the p iece 
selected. It hap p ens sometimes that two 
select the same p iece. 
Then the qu ick­ 
est man gets the booty. 
Dry bread, 
sometimes 
bu tter, 
and strong 
black 
coffee comp lete the bill of fare, which 
may stand as a samp le meal. 
It has 
been u rged against the Boer that he is 
u ncleanly, and this cannot be denied, 
bu t there is an excu se for this in the 
scarcity of water.— Foru m.

wou ld be well enou gh in a smooth har­ 
bor, bu t on little Monhegan, exp osed to 
the increasing gale, with night coming 
on and the p robability of a heavy sea 
cu nning into the strait, the p rosp ect 
looked seriou s. Shou ld a vessel p art her 
cables or drag her anchors, collision 
with those to leeward of her wou ld be 
inevitable, and the resu lt of collision 
m ight be disastrou s. 
When darkness came, the gale’s fu ry 
increased. 
The u nobstru cted sea rolled 
into the narrow harbor in hu ge billows 
that dashed against Manana or Smu tty 
Nose, or raged as breakers on the reefs 
abou t Dru nken Gu t. The vessels, ham­ 
p ered by their anchors and u nable to 
rise freely on the su rges, strained at 
their cables, p lu nging and rolling wild­ 
ly, while nearly every wave top p led its 
crest u p on their decks, or swep t them 
from stem to stern. 
Abou t 9 o’clock, when the gale seem­ 
ed at its height, a little craft that had 
been anchored all day ju st on ou r p ort 
bow dragged her anchors. 
Her crew, 
like some others, bad sou ght safety on 
shore long before night. 
Swinging to 
ou r broadside,she began to p ou nd against 
u s and to break into p ieces. 
Her bowsp rit snap p ed, her bu lwarks 
cru shed in fore and aft, her masts went 
o v er her tall’rail. At last, p lu nging from 
the top of a big sea, we crashed down 
u p on her forward deck. 
Her v r 
iss 
bits gave w ay, and oil she went, broad­ 
side to the wind, till she was lo 
the 
gloom and rain. 
Anxiou sly we crou ched by t ’ 0 w ;nd- 
lass, the cap tain’s hand almost constant­ 
ly u p on either one cable or the other, 
that he might detect the first vibratory 
m 
ion, indicating that the anchors were 
beiu g dragged over the rocky bottom. 
Bu t they seemed to hold secu rely. 
Ou r 
danger was of another sort. 
I was crou ching in the lee of the fore- 


light from ¡Smu tty Nose gradu ally shone 
ou t over the waters. 
We saw that a fire had been kindled 
u p on the island. 
Down at the w ater’s 
edge p eop le were moving abou t among 
the rocks. In a little while a boat seem­ 
ed to leave the shore and drift slowly 
toward u s. 
As her erratic movements seemed to 
indicate that she had no one aboard, bu t 
was drifting at the will of the wind, 1 
attached no sp ecial significance to her 
ap p earance, thou gh I glanced toward her 
occasionally. Yet nearer she came,some­ 
times directly toward u s. 
At times a heave of the sea wou ld 
throw her far to one side; then she 
wou ld seem to linger a moment, to 
start off anew in ou r direction.

dazed from exhau stion, 1 watched her 
w ith flagging interest u ntil she was 
close at hand.

He shou ted for u s to get into her. No 
sooner had we all obey* <1 than su e start­ 
ed swiftly for the shore.

ceived that a long warp led from her 
to Smu tty Nose and that the p eop le 
there were p u lling u s toward them. 
Owing to the direction of the cu rrent 
the boat cou ld not be dragged back to 
the p oint from which she started, and 
we stru ck the ou ter edge of the wide

reef of rocks. 
It was nearly low tide, 
and thou gh tin* sea did not break u p on 
the reef every wave that rolled throu gh 
the narrow p assage boiled u p over it in 
a swelling flood, su bmerging the rocks 
many feet, to su bside again, leaving 
them entirely bare.

Waiting u ntil a sea retired, we 
started over the slip p ery, weed grown 
rocks and ran as fast as we cou ld u ntil 
an incoming wave overtook u s.
